The plan of County Super 


intendent of Highways Fred 
Leake, Jr., to repair 28 
bridges, 24 of which now are 
posted for a load limit, has 
apparently met considerable 
opposition from county super- 
visors who are wary of put 
ting the $75,000 bond issue 
before the voters. 


Leake and a delegation of the 


road and bridge committee have 
been discussing the bond issue 
with Chapman and Cutler, a Chi- 
cago bonding firm, and today pre- 
sented the issue of giving the firm 
the "go ahead" in preparing a 
bond resolution for the next su- 
pervisors' meeting so that the vote 
could be brought- up at the pri- 
mary election April 8. 


Nine-Cent Increase 


The highway superintendent ex- 


plained that tax rates would in- 
crease nine cents per person on 
each $100' evaluation yearly if 
the bond issue were passed. The 
firm set up a schedule of pay- 
ments over 20 years. The total 
county tax rate if the bond issue 
was passed would be .2079. This 
rate is above the statuatory limit 
but not above the constitutional 
limit that can be carried, Leake 
said. 


Finn's Charges 


The bonding firm would charge 


$500 for services in preparing 
resolutions and other, data if, the 
issue failed and $1,000 if it passed. 
All bridges which are posted would 
be on the repair or replacement 
list as would McRobert's crossing, 
the bridge over the tracks on the 
county farm road, the bridge on 
the pump factory road and the 
bridge south of Ashton on^the 
blacktop.

To New High 


WASHINGTON — (AP)— Re-! 


tail food prices reached a new high 
«n Nov. 26, after climbing 1.4 per 
cent in the previous 11 days, the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics report* 
ed today. 


The.rise was attributed to higher 


prices for fresh fruits and vege- 
tables, dairy products, lamb and 
«gg*. 


The bureau aaid the Nov. 26 


prices were 234.5 per cent of the 
1635-39 total. This was approxi- 
mately 2.6 per cent higher than in 
the previous month and 15 per cent 
above the level of June 15, 1950, 
just before the Korean war. 


The increase ranged from toma- 


toes, up 27 per cent, to potatoes, 
nine per cent, and carrots, eight 
per cent. 


The report said prices of can- 


ned and dried fruits and vegetables 
rose slightly, while frozen items 
generally were somewhat lower. 


Cheese dropped one per cent but 


all other dairy items advanced, for 
an overall increase of 0.7 per cent. 


Meats, poultry and fish averaged 


0.4 per cent less, due to decreased 
pork prices because of seasonal 
abundance. •

The much discussed question of 


whether a farmer can pull two 
wagons behind a farm tractor 
seems now to be settled for the 
time being by an administrative 


ruling. The superintendent of state 
police, in cooperation with the at- 
torney general and secretary of 
state's office, has said that farm- 
ers would not be arrested for pull- 
ing two. wagons or similar combi- 
nations behind a farm tractor pro- 
vided that they follow 
certain 


safety precautions such as the fol- 
lowing: 


1. Entire length shall not ex- 


ceed 45 feet. 2. The hitch must 
be secured with a safety catch 
or some similar arrangement so 
that the wagon cannot become 
uncoupled on the highway. S. 
Wobbellng must be prevented 
and the hitch should be secured 
in the middle of the draw-bar. 
4. If such combinations are on 
the road at night the tractor

2 New Types 
Of Mums Are 
Introduced 


URBANA—Two new varieties 


of 
greenhouse 
chrysanthemums 


have been released this fall to com- 
mercial florists by the University 
of Illinois College of Agriculture. 
They were produced by students as 
part of a regular floriculture 
course. 


John Culbert, who teaches the 


class, says the new varieties are 
Illini Burma, a yellow-bronze flow- 
er, developed by Fred Winterrowd 
St. Louis, Missouri; and Illini Rye 
a straw color, produced by George 
Harms, Peoria, Illinois. Both men 
made the crosses to produce the 
new varieties as students. Each 
now has his own florist shop. 


About 40 Tears 


Mum breeding work has been 


carried on by Illinois students for 
about 40 years. During that period 
75 new varieties have been intro- 
duced. Culbert picks the parentage 
lines, and students make the cross 
es to produce new varieties. 


Seven students, including one 


girl, are now enrolled in the course 
They will make about 110 crosses 
this falL After some six years o: 
thorough testing, only the few be* 
varieties will be turned over to 
florists. Culbert says Illini Burma 
was chosen from about 1,500 seed 
lings. About 10: varieties are now 
being tested.and probably "five-o 
them will be released next fall. 


Culbert emphasizes the fact tha 


these are greenhouse chrysanthe 
mums for commercial florists; thej 
are not for home gardeners t 
grow outdoors.

OREGON—In three groups of 


Ogl« county dairy herds tested 


••luring November the 
average 


milk production was 647 pounds 
with an average butterfat yield 
of 24.9 pounds per cow. 


In group one, tested by Herman 


Eykamp, 19 herds had an average 
of 705 pounds of milk and 27.5 
pounds of fat a cow. 


The highest producing herd was 


Andrew Schier's graded and reg- 
istered Holsteins. Thirty cows gave 
an average of 980 pounds of milk 


And 
39.0 pounds of fat. Sunset 


Knoll, also with graded and regis- 
tered Holsteins, had a average 
tered Holsteins, had an average 
herd production of 889 pounds of 
milk and 34 fat. 


SinnlMippi Highest 


Highest producing cows came 


from the Sinnissippi farm. One 
registered Holstein gave a. No- 
vember'total of 2060 pounds and 
95 pounds of fat and another 1940 


'fiC°un(*s m^k and ®1 pounds fat. 
sunset Knoll also had two high 
producing cows, both registered 
Holsteins. 


In group two, tested by Robert 


Travis, 18 herds gave an average 
yield=of 635 pounds of milk and 
23.9 pounds fat. 


Highest producing herds ih this 


group were the Garnliart and 
Campbell and Leonard DeWall 
herds. The Garnhart and Camp- 
bell herd averaged 957 pounds of 
milk and 35.5 pounds of fat. The 
DeWall herd of registered and 
graded Holsteins gave an aver- 
age fat yield of 31.7 with 785 
pounds of milk. 


DeWall'a 'Polly' Tops 


Highest producing herds in this 


group were DeWalTs 'Polly, who 
gave 2000 pounds of milk and 80 
pounds fat, and Garnhart and 
Campbell's 'Jettine', with a 2080 
pound milk total and 75 pound fat 
yield. 


Group three, tested by Merle 


Newhausen, of 20 herds, gave an 
average of 602 pounds' of milk 
and 23.4 fat. 


Jonea Herd High 


Top in the group was the 


graded Holstein herd of William 
Jones. It averaged 1098 pounds of 
milk and 37.5 fat. The Harold 
Fruin herd gave an average of 
748 pounds of milk and 32.6 fat. 
Maurice Hickey's pure bred Hoi- 
stein's also ran high. 


Highest producing cow in the 


jfroup came from the Shere and 
Harms herd, giving 1317 pounds 
milk and 75 butterfat. Hickey's 
'Sallie' gave a 73 pound fat yield 
from 1749 pounds mlik.

The hens don't read the news 


papers, or watch the calendar, o 
jpok at. the thermometer. Bu 
^hen the weather's like spring 
they lay eggs as if it were spring 
And that's what they've been do- 
Ing. - 


More Than Ever 


One egg dealer, who buys eggs 


every week from the same farm 
«rs, told me he's getting more egg 
now than he did any week aJ 
year—even last spring. 


There was a terrific increase in 
« 


e number of eggs coming onto 
e market. And they came righ 


at the time when people had quit 
using so many eggs because the 
price had got so high. 


There was a sudden increase in 


the supply—and the demand simp- 
ly wasn't there. So the egg mar- 
ket hit the skids. It dropped 7 
cents in one day, 18 cents in two 
weeks! 


•Boost Egg Use 


^One "extreme leads to another 
^Extremely .high prices had cut 
consumption. 


Extremely warm weather in- 


creased production suddenly. 


The inevitable result was an ex- 


tremely sharp drop in the market. 


It's probably a good thing it 


happened that way. If the market 
had slipped back gradually, a few 
cents 
at 
a 
time, 
consumers 


wouldn't have been very conscious 
of it. And it would have taken 
4^eeks to get them interested in 
eggs again 


But when the price dropped so 


suddenly, it was front page news

Tests of Seedless Japanese 
Watermelons Show Poor Yield 


URBANA — Seedless w a t e r 


melons from Japan, field-testef 
this past summer at the Illinoi 
College of Agriculture, probably 
will not replace common American 
varieties for home use. 


That;s the judgment of B. L 


Weaver, vegetable specialist in 
charge of testing the three Japan 
ese varieties. 


For one thing, germination o 


the seed was low—about 53 per 
cent And yield was light. These 
two factors alone would make the 
varieties unpopular with our com 
mercial growers. The Japanese 
melons also have thin rinds and 
cannot be shipped easily without 
damage. 


Weaver reports that the Japan- 


ese melons harvested were even in 
size, excellent in quality and high 
in sugar content. They varied from 
seven to eight inches in diameter 
and weighed seven or eight pounds 
each. 


The Japanese melons may be 


tested again next year, but no oth-

experiments 
with 
seedless 


watermelons are planned.

It's Unfair to Needle Allies 
While Our Own Effort Lags 


Nothing could be more unfair than to demand that our 


Western Allies knuckle down harder while we ourselves per- 
mit vital defense efforts to lag. There is impressive evidence 
that this very thing is happening. 


. 
The able senate preparedness committee under Senator 


Lyndon Johnson of Texas has turned up defense production 
facts which are difficult to blink. For the period from April 
to June of this year, aircraft deliveries were 24 per cent be- 
low expectations; tank deliveries 40 per cent below; elec- 
tronics equipment 30 per cent short, and guided missiles 70 
per cent under the goal. 


In all, deliveries for all kinds of weapons and equipment 


fell $600,000,000 behind projected objectives. 


The committee properly chided Maj.-Gen. George H. 


Olmsted, director of the defense department's military aid 
program, for attempting to conceal some of these facts. 


When original schedules for arms shipments to Europe 


collapsed, his office simply lowered its sights to easier goals. 
Later, because these more limited aims were surpassed, the 
general misleadingly told newsmen overseas shipments were 
swell ahead o£*chedule." 


Thi» kind of,performance has no place in a nation trying 


seriously to contribute the.lion's share to defense of the free 
world. Wej&Bnot inspire confidence in the American gov- 
ernment liy f|i6rt to stlttitical. trickery. Both the people at 
home and ourzfriends abtinjl an£l«fifled*to rjjrt^alght story. 
In this <ca*e, the story fa not a happy one. According to 


the Johnson report, our.Droduction deficiencies can be laid to 
shortages of materials,'manpower and > machine tools. We 
seem not to have learned the lesson of World War n—that 
ample provision for greatly expanded output of machine 
tools is fundamental to the entire defense effort. 


These shortages exist, said the committee, because pro- 


duction is badly coordinated and because we Americans do 
not "have the courage to put guns ahead of butter." In 
other words, we are still too intent on maintaining business 
as usual and running the defense program as a sort of side- 
show. The hard decisions that would give defense the domi- 
nating priority it needs are not being made. 


All this means, of course, that neither we nor our Allies 


' are getting the sort of -defense we presumably want. For 
example, the Johnson committee declared "the sad fact is 
we do not have a modernized air fleet which begins to ap- 
proach our target of 95 wings." To authorize 140-odd wings, 
as is contemplated, will only add to an illusion of strength 
which does not exist. We are still just paper-strong. 


We are asking the Europeans to face the realities, to 
slash through the underbrush of preliminaries and get down 
to business. We had better practice what we preach.

Japanese will steal away the British foreign mar- 
kets for manufactured goods, such as pottery and 
printed cotton. In fact, they are stealing some of 
ftese markets now. For that reason, typical of 
the union mentality in all countries, the British 
Socialists would like to compel Japan to promise 
the United Nations to pay higher wages to her 
workers and limit their production. 


The British and American unions are playing an incoherent part 


in the preparations to fight a war with Soviet Russia, The Bevan 
Socialists in the British Labor party, which is actually the Social- 
ist party, insists that itrts not necessary to rebuild military strength 
and that it would be futile anyway. They say the Americans are 
forcing Britain to spend herself broke by excessive reamament. 


They appear to believe that Soviet Russia could smash Britain 


in a very short war and that all Britain would get out of it would 
tie defeat, ruin and the paltry satisfaction of having put up a suicidal 
preliminary defense of the United States. They are very close to our 
CIO and our Socialist front, ADA. 


A writer named Hugh Jenkins, who uses the term "comrade" as 


a form of address, said in a recent issue of the official organ of the 
Bevan group that very few men and women in the "key points" of 
British industry could be persuaded to "join in the mockery of civil 
defense against the atom" because "if it comes we know we are in 
for it" 


"We are in the valley of the shadow of death," Mr. Jenkins con- 


tinued. "The labor government tried to be pro-American and anti- 
Russian. Capitalism and Stalinism are twin enemies of Democracy. 
By attacking capitalism, the Labor government could have defeated 
both enemies." 


Like the American unions, the British monopolies of labor, op- 


erated by a few pugnacious and defiant conspiriators, exert them- 
selves mainly to cheapen the money which their subjects receive for 
their work so that they can buy less with it and therefore constant- 
ly need more of it to live. But in achieving this effect, they also 
restrict the amount of work that their subjects may do. The Japanese 
admittedly are much better workers than the occidentals and they 
can live on less food and content themselves with habitations and 
discomforts which would provoke western workers to revolution. 


Last winter, Charles E. Wilson, our manager of war production 


in Washington, made a brief stand against the inflationary demands 
of Philip Murray, James E. Carey and other professional parasites of 
the union racket. But he lost the decision even though it was then 
clearly shown that the only function of the unions was to cause trou- 
ble, run up the national expense and retard production. In that crit- 
tlcal jam with Wilson, they frankly demanded inflationary raises for 
their subjects, who had never authorized them to make such demands, 
and the whole people of the-United States had to pay them not to 
nterfere with production for the current war in Korea and the war 
to come with Soviet Russia.

It's Unfair to Needle Allies 
While Our Own Effort Lags 


Nothing could be more unfair than to demand that our 


Western Allies knuckle down harder while we ourselves per- 
mit vital defense efforts to lag. There is impressive evidence 
that this very thing is happening. 


The ahle senate preparedness committee under Senator 


Lyndon Johnson of Texas has turned up defense production 
facts which are difficult to blink. For the period from April 
to June of this year, aircraft deliveries were 24 per cent be- 
low expectations; tank deliveries 40 per cent below; elec- 
tronics equipment 30 per cent short, and guided missiles 70 
per cent under the goal. 


In all, deliveries for all kinds of weapons and equipment 


fell $600,000,000 behind projected objectives. 


The committee properly chided Maj.-Gen. George H. 


Olmsted, director of the defense department's military aid 
program, for attempting to conceal some of these facts. 


When original schedules for arms shipments to Europe 


collapsed, his office simply lowered its sights to easier goals. 
Later, because these more limited aims were surpassed, the 
general misleadingly told newsmen overseas shipments were 
*well ahead otBchedule." 


Thiskind of ^performance has no place in a nation trying 


seriously to contribute tw>;iion's share to defense of the free 
world. We ptanpt inspire .confidence in the American gov- 
ernment vjfijmjist to swisTtical trickery. -Both thei>eople at 
home and ourffrfends abfafed areferitefled jfr, irptr&sht story. 
In this <aae, the storyIs not a happy one. According to 


the Johnson report, bur-production deficiencies can be laid to 
shortages: of'materials, Jnanpower and-machine tools. We 
seem not to have learned the lesson of World War It—that 
ample provision for greatly expanded output of machine 
tools is fundamental to the entire defense effort. 


These shortages exist, said the committee, because pro- 


duction is badly coordinated and because we Americans do 
not "have the courage to put guns ahead of butter." In 
other words, we are still too intent on maintaining business 
as usual and running the defense program as a sort of side- 
show. The hard decisions that, would give defense the domi- 
nating priority it needs are not being made. 


All this means, of course, that neither we nor our Allies 
'are getting the sort of defense we presumably want For 
example, the Johnson committee declared "the sad fact is 
we do not have a modernized air fleet which begins to ap- 
proach our target of 95 wings." To authorize 140-odd wings, 
as is contemplated, will only add to an illusion of strength 
which does not exist. We are still just paper-strong. 


We are asking the Europeans to face the realities, to 


slash through the underbrush^f preliminaries and get down 
to business. We had better practice what we preach.

It's Okay to Make Peace With Japan and Let Her 


Become a Military Ally, But—

LONDON—It is all very wdl to makt peace with Japan and let 


her become a self-supporting military and political ally against the 
lawless aggression of those peace-loving democracies, Societ Ruaaia 
and China— 


But, the Japanese people must not be allowed 


to work harder than the union boaiea of the Brit* 
ish Socialist movement permit British workmen to 
work nor for leu money because, in that case, the 
Japanese will steal away the British foreign mar* 
kets for manufactured goods, such as pottery and 
printed cotton. In fact, they are stealing some of 
:hese markets now. For that reason, typical of 
the union mentality in all countries, the British 
Socialists would like to compel Japan to premise 
the United Nations to pay higher wagea to her 
workers and limit their production. 


The British and American unions are playing an incoherent part 


in the preparations to fight a war with Soviet Russia. The Bevan 
Socialists In the British Labor party, which is actually the Social- 
ist party, insists that 'Aria not necessary to rebuild military strength 
and that it would be futile anyway. They say the Americans are 
forcing' Britain to spend herself broke by excessive reamament. 


They appear to believe that Soviet Russia could smash Britain 


in a very abort war and that all Britain would get out of it would 
be defeat, ruin and the paltry satisfaction of having put up a suicidal 
preliminary defense of the United States. They are very close to our 
dO and our Socialist front, ADA. 


A writer named Hugh Jenkins, who uses the term "comrade" as 


a form of address, said in a recent issue of the official organ of the 
Bevan group that very few men and women in the "key points" of 
British industry could be persuaded to "join in the mockery of civil 
defense against the atom" because "if it comes we know we are in 
for it." 


"We are in the valley of the shadow of death," Mr. Jenkins con- 


tinued. "The labor government tried to be pro-American 'and anti- 
Ruaeian. Capitalism and Stalinism are twin enemies of Democracy. 
By attacking capitalism, the Labor government could have defeated 
both enemies." 


Like the American unions, the British monopolies of labor, op- 


erated by a few pugnacious and defiant coniplriators, exert them- 
selves mainly to cheapen the money which their subjects receive for 
their work so that they can buy less with it and therefore constant- 
ly need more of it to live. But in achieving this effect, they also 
restrict the amount of work that their subjects may-do. The Japanese 
admittedly are much better workers than the occidentals and they 
can live on less food and content themselves with habitations and 
discomforts which would provoke' western workers' to revolution. 


Last winter, Charles E. Wilson, our manager of war production 


in Washington, made a brief stand against the inflationary demands 
of Philip Murray. James B. Carey and other professional parasites of 
the union racket. But he lost the decision even though it was then 
clearly shown that the only function of the unions was to cause trou- 
ble, run up the national expense and retard production. In that erit- 
tical jam with Wilson, they frankly demanded inflationary raises for 
their subjects, who had never authorized them to make such demands, 
and the whole people of the-United States bad to pay them not to 
interfere with production for the current war in Korea and the war 
to come with Soviet Russia.

ng $12 a ton freight, or about 
123 a ton, delivered, because the 
Jritish coal miners under union1 
sin, by their voluntary- absentee- 
am, are falling far'behind their 
KJtential convenient production. 
The Churchill government's first 
word to the people included a 
promise of less coal and lower 
emperatures. 
Normally, 
they 


keep the temperature of their 
homes and offices at about 80 in 
winter. Our average is 70. 


The voluntary absenteeism ac- 
ounts for the deficit. It is ex-

Voice Of The People

Dear Editor: 


Only about two weeks 'till 


Christmas and every intervening 
day a busy one. 


Shops, stores, offices and homes 


all are very busy packing, boxing, 
tying and addressing cards, let- 
ters, boxes, and packages of var- 
ious shapes and sizes ready to be 
mailed at the local Post Office, 
which is already crowded for room 
every day but with the big Christ- 
mas rush the local force are com- 
pletely swamped and handicapped 
because of lack of room. Tfce 
present Post Office was too small 
when built 40 years ago. 


The original plan was even 


smaller but by steady persistant 
urging, Mrs. William L. Frye, who 
was then Postmaster succeeded in 
getting the officials at Washing- 
ton to somewhat enlarge the orig- 
inal plan. The extension jutting 
out on the south side of the build- 
ing is what was added to the 
original plan and space but even 
then (40 years ago) it was not 
large enough. The volume of the 
local postal business has constant- 
ly increased each year for the past 
60 or more years. 


Do you re; iember last Christ- 


mas season of 1950 how the local 
office could not hold the mail and 
took over big space in the Henry 
Pratt warehouses on Depot av., 
at Ninth street, where carload 
after carload were switched direct 
from, the railroads into the big 
warehouse where it was sorted 
out and delivered. Likely this 
coming Christmas the volume will 
exceed that of last year. 


The thing for Dixon to do, and 


start right now is to make plans 
for an entirely new and larger 
post office, to be located in the 
entire 400 block on both First 
and second streets, between High- 
land av., and Madison av. Dig an 
extra deep basement and make 
it absolutely waterproof. Make 
the First street and Second street 
entrances at or about the street 
level. Extend a branch of the rail- 
road switch track on River street, 
south, one and one-half (1%) 
blocks on Highland av., so' that 
railroad mail cars and box cars 
can be switched directly inside 
the post office building. Have the 
entire building heated either by 
electricity or gas, well ventilated 
and well lighted. 


Our local library has passed its 


50th anniversary and is now too 
small for its needs, so the present 
post office could be converted into 
the Dixon Public Library or a lot 
ot other uses, such as a museum, 
Lee County Historical Society, a 
YMCA, or YWCA, a youth center, 
a gymnasium, an office building 
for doctors, dentists, lawyers, real 
estate, insurance, Dixon township 
offices with free rest rooms for 
rooms for both men and women 
(did you ever see the extra nice 
ones they have in Lanark, HI.). 


Business pays extra for a loca- 


tion at street level. Build your new 
post office that way. 


The Loveland Community House 


and the Dixon Hotel are about the 
center of Dixon. The proposed lo- 
cation for the new post office is 
right between them. If our local 
chamber of commerce had been 


awake and alive fifty (50) years 
sgo and ever since then Dixon 
could now be as large as Rock- J| 
ford, we have opportunity right 
now to grow and expand but we 
need to boast and push. We have 
an excellent location, splendid 
shipping facilities, room for ex- 
pansion. Bring in new businesses 
that have lots of mail, boast the 
recepits of the local post office. 
Start working for that new post 
office right now. 


A high, wide, new bridge at 


Lincoln av., would do much to ^ 
help boost the town. Route all the 
traffic from No. 2 and Lincoln 
highway, Alt. 30 over it and keep 
it out of our congested business 
section. 


Everybody in Swissville, who 


now wishes to go to the Memorial 
Swimming Pool or Reynolds Field 
for baseball or football has to 
travel four (4) miles extra to get 
there one mile up to Peoria'av., 
or Galena av., bridge, then double f^ 
back to Lincoln av., then on to 
the park and returning its re- 
versed. An extra mile up to the 
present bridges then double back 
home. A bridge at Lincoln av., 
would save all that. If the switch 
truck is filled with cars it now 
blocks both the Galena avenue and 
the Peoria avenue bridges, so that 
in case of fire or accident on the 
North Side, neither the policemen 
01 firemen could get to or from^fc 
the North side. We need a paid 
Police and Fire Department on 
the North Side at once. That's 
three things for the Chamber of 
Commerce to work on at once. 
A new post office between First 
St., and second St., between High- 
land av., and Madison av. 


A big strong wide, high new 


bride at Lincoln av., and a paid 
Police and Fire department on the 
North side. Now let those living^ 
in Swissville and on the North 
Side join in and help the Chamber 
of Commerce or any other helpful 
agency, boost for these much 
needed benefits at onO. If we can 
get them it would help make many 
a Merry Christmas and Happy 
New Year.

Howard Ray Boler, 21. Dixon, on five years' probation for a bur. 


flary committed May 29,1849, waa arrested Dec. $ for running a atop 
•JCn at Galena avenue and Seventh street He was serving out his $25 
fine on the violation when brought into court today on the contempt 
charge. 


Judge Bracken challenged Pro- 


bation Officer Edwin W. Merriclc 
and State's Attorney Morey C. 
Pires on their presentation of the 
case as a contempt of court charge 
which could carry from a few days 
in jail to a year's sentence. The 
judge said he thought Boler should 
be charged with violation of proba- 
tion which, on conviction, would 
force him to serve the original 
sentence on the felony. 


Explains Practice 


Pires explained that it was gen- 


eral practice under Judge George 
C. Dixon to arraign on contempt 
charges when the violator only 
committed a misdemeanor and the 
state did not want the probation 
terminated. 


Boler was convicted of contempt 


March 9, 1951, and served 60 days 
in the county jail and was fined 
$100 
and costs. On the original 


charge he was sentenced to six 
months at Vandalia, fined $500 and 
costs and placed on probation. The 
fine has not been paid. His first 
probation violation was for dis- 
turbing the peace by fighting.

Police Chief Frank Tyne said 


that Boler has been seen on the 
streets until 3 or 4 a,m. and has 
been using a car. "What are you 
trying to do, get yourself sent to 
the penitentiary?" Judge Bracken 
asked. "The probation officer and 
the state's attorney are trying to 
give you a break." 


Tyne said that Boler "pays no 


attention" to traffic violation fines. 
He was allowed the use of a car in 
his work.

Unity Fails, 
Belgian Quits 
As UN Leader 


STRASBOURG, France, (AP) 


— Belgium's Paul-Henri 
Spaak, 


leading advocate 
of European 


unity, resigned today as president 
of the European Consultative As- 
sembly. He denounced European 
politicians — especially 
British 


representatives — for 
pleading 


special interest and blocking unity 
plans. 


The former Belgian premier and 


foreign minister then took the 
floor,, and challenged the assem- 
bly to clothe Europe's unofficial 
parliament with 
real 
executive 


authority. 


Hopelessly Deadlocked 


He spoke as both the assembly 


and its upper house, The Council 
of Europe, appeared 
hopelessly 


deadlocked over moves towards 
European unity. 
Neither the as- 


sembly nor the council has power 
to enforce decisions. The assem- 
bly passes on recommenations to 
the council—a committee of for- 
eign ministers—which in turn 
makes 
recommendations to na- 


tional governments. 


In a rousing oration punctuat- 


ed by applause, Spank declar 
the assembly had adopted a tut 
policy in proposing weak and lim- 
ited international "political auth 
ority" for the projected European 
army. This action had been tak- 
en early today. 


Berates Assembly 


Spaak berated the assembly ac- 


tion as "truly without character" 
and a "watered down compro- 
mise" framed in the vain hope of 
winning British support. 


He criticized 
the 
resolution, 


which urged some member states 
to establish a limited political 
authority for the direction of the 
European army force within the 
Atj£..itic pact and in association 
with Britain. 


"It you cannot do more than 


that," he said, "we are at the end 
of the road." 
' 


Spaak said that as president all 


he heard was a series of reason's 
why Europeans could not unite. 
The Germans, he said, wanted 
nctional unity first, the Belgians 
vanted v Britain to Join first, the 
French refused to join up alone 
without Germany, and the British 
kept referring to their "special 
position."

yers presented widely different 
stories of events leading to the 
slaying of 15-year-old Arthur Ga- 
mino. 


Broke Truck Wlsriew 


Announcing he will try to send 


'the 33 year old defendant, one* at- 
tached to the state's attorney's 
office, to the electric chair, Prose- 
cutor Richard B. Austin told the 
criminal court jury that Moretti: 


Kicked a passerby in the groin 


without cause on the night of Aug 
23. 


Broke the windows of a- truck. 
Dashed drinks of tavern patrons 


to the floor and tried to pick fights 
with a saloon keeper and a patron. 


Punched a aeated card player 


in the face, precipitating a fight in 
which Moretti was beaten.

But Defense Attorney Michael 


Romano told the jury Moretti waa 
recognized aa a policeman and un- 
mercifully beaten when he had 
gone into a tavern known as a 
"hotbed of narcotics addicts and 
peddlers." He said Moretti entered 
the tavern with the intention of 
capturing a dope seller. 


The beating, Roman said, af- 


fected Moretti's mind for several 
days. The defense lawyer said Dr. 
Lemoyne Snyder, Michigan state 
police pathologist, will be cajled to 
testify concerning Moretti'a injury. 


Had Lost Can 


Romano said Moretti, searching 


for his gun hi a vacant tot after 
the weapon had been taken from 
him during the tight, shot three 
youths in self defense. Gamino and 
Eddie Salvi, 21, were killed. Leon- 
ard Monaco, 21, survived his wound 
and will testify for the state. 


Romano made no mention of five 


other policemen who, Austin said, 
accompanied Moretti to the vacant 
lot and left after Moretti found his 
gun. 


After one grand jury failed to 


indict Moretti, a second grand jury 
indicted the policeman on two 
charges of murder and one of as- 
sault with intent to kill.

Two From Area 
Gave Lives at 
Pearl Harbor 


Friday was the 10th anniversary 


of the Japanese sneak attack on 
Pearl Harbor. Most of the citizens 
of Lee county have only a dim 
memory of that "day of infamy." 
But at least four young men of 
this county were on hand during 
the attack. 


The bodies of two of them are 


there now and may never be re- 
turned to the United States. 


The dead are S 2/C Bruce Dean 


Bradley, son of Daniel Bradley, 
Pawpaw, and S 1/C Thomas 
George Powell, foster son of Harry 
Powell, Dixon. 


The bodies of both men were lost 


at sea. S 2/C Bradley was aboard 
the U.S.S. Arizona which blew up 
and sank during the attack. 


The Arizona never was raised 


and the dead are still aboard her. 
Records list S 1/C Powell as "lost 
at sea" during the attack. Powell 
enlisted in the navy Oct. 8, 1940. 


At least two other Dixonites 


were stationed in or near Pearl 
Harbor Dec. 7,1941. Both survived 
the attack. They are Gordon R. 
Emmole, 1420 First st, and Eu- 
gene Dawson, 412 Highland av. 


Both were sergeants in the air 


corps at the time of the attack. 
Emmole served from Nov. 8, 1940, 
until Sept. 1, 1943. Now he is em- 
ployed as a construction worker. 


Dawson now works on construc- 


tion at the Sterling Community 
school.

colla simply said: "I-surrender." 


Baccola had been sought since 


June to the slaying of a Detroit 
witness in a federal theft case. 
He had been on the most-wanted 
list since Aug. 2$. 


A professional - boxer 
turned 


hoodlum, Baccolla has served a 
term at Sing Sing prison (N.Y.) 
for armed robbery and in 1950 
jumped bail in Corpus Christ!, 
Texas, on another charge, the 
FBI said. 


He was unarmed and had ac- 


quired a neatly cropped mustache 
and horn-rimmed spectacles when 
federal agents seized him. The 
FBI in Washington said it had 
picked up Baccolla's trail through 
a credit card found in a rented 
car. J. Edgar Hoover, FBI direc- 
tor, added that Baccolla had been 
living for the past month in a 
rooming house on Manhattan's 
west side.

Seeks Post of 
State Auditor 


ELKHART — Richard J. Ogles- 


by, 38, nephew of a two-time lieu- 
tenant governor and grandson of 
a thrice-elected governor of Illi- 
nois, has announced his candidacy 
for the GOP nomination as audi- 
tdr of public accounts.

ous grandfather, was born on June 
11,1913, and resides in Elkhart in 
Logan county, where the Oglesby 
family has always lived. He receiv- 
ed his education in the public 
schools there and later had two 
years in business administration. 


He is the first downstate candi- 


date to announce his candidacy for 
the auditor post.
